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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a national stage entry of International Application No. 
PCT/JP04/17638, filed November 19, 2004, which claims priority to Japanese 
Application No. 2003-393118; filed November 21, 2003. Claims 1-6 are pending in this 
application and are examined on the merits herein. 

Priority 

It is noted that the filing date of this national stage application, March 23, 2007, is 
more than 30 months from the priority date (November 21 , 2003). Thus, this application 
is not afforded the filing date of the international application or the priority application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 4 recite the limitation "containing carbon dioxide being added by 
pressure application." The meaning of this phrase is unclear and, although the phrase 
is used in the specification, it is not defined. For the purposes of examination, it is 
interpreted that the reaction mixture should be under pressure and should contain 
carbon dioxide. 
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Claims 3 and 5 recite the limitation "the carbon dioxide content is a maximum 
limit amount to reach a saturated amount of a solubility in the hot water." The meaning 
of this phrase is unclear. The specification gives one example of conditions wherein 
this limitation would be met (page 7, last paragraph - page 8, first paragraph), but gives 
no guidance as to whether the limitation can be met by any other combinations of 
temperature pressure, and mole fraction of carbon dioxide. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bergfeld 
et al. (US 5,543,51 1, August 6, 1996, PTO-1449 submitted May 18, 2006). 

Bergfeld et al. teach a method of partially hydrolyzing semi-crystalline cellulose 
comprising combining the cellulose with water at 100°C to 200°C and adding to the 
reaction carbon dioxide at a gas pressure of 0.1 to 60 bar [claim 1]. The starting 
cellulose is prepared from northern spruce [column 4, lines 53-55]. 

Bergfeld et al. are silent on the formation of monosaccharides or 
oligosaccharides. However, the method taught by Bergfeld et al. is the same as the 
instantly claimed method; thus, monosaccharides and/or oligosaccharides must 
necessarily be formed by Bergfeld's method.
